AMENDMENT DEFEATED 


Opposition Votes Solidly Against 
Proposal to Retain All But 
Hereditary Titles 


OTTAWA, May 22.—"'To be «aock- 
ed on the head fs a terrible deatn to 
die" and joyfnuily chanting doggere!, 
the house at midnight adopted tla re- 
pert of the special committee, ailing 
to abolish titles. 

The vote came after debate s»me- 
what ragged at the outset, but wind- 
ing up in exciting scenes. Early ‘n 
the afternoon Mr. Nicholson of Al- 
goma, had moved an amendment to 
refer the report back to vommniittee 
with Instrucidions to e rike out ali the 
paragraphs except the references to 
hereditary titles, 

There was considera eriticism 
during the debate that itiay report was 
too sweeping and the final rejecuon 
of the amendment by 06 tv 43 came 
somewhat as a surp. ise, 

There were six ministers of the gov- 
ernment in tne houwe, theese, Sir 
Thomas White, Mr. Burrell and Gen- 
eral Mewburn voted for the amend- 
ment, Three, Messrs. Carvell, Crear 
and Rowell voted against it. On the 
oposition side of the house, one mem- 
ber only voted for the amendment— 
W. F. Kay, of Missisquol. 

Subsequent to rejection of the a- 
mendment the resolution of concur- 
rence in the committee's report was 
declared carried on. 

McKenzie Opposed, 

Debate on titles began almost im- 
mediately the house opened Thura- 
day afternoon. It opened wiia a 
motion by Mr. Nickle, seconded by 
Mr. McMaster that the report of the 
special committee of the house ay)- 
pointed to consider titles should he 
concurred in, 

Mr. D. D. McKenzle remarked that 
he supposed that Mr. Nickle must 
consider the titles question one of 
paramount importance or he would 
not have taken up so much time of 
the house in dealing with it. 

Allow Due Recognition, 

Although Mr. McKenzie expressed 
himself as ‘being in favor of home re- 
cognition for meritorious conduct he 
strongly opposed the granting of lere- 
ditary titles, He said he would not 
like to see the door absolutely ci sed 
to the granting of recognition wen it 
was merited. 

The leader of the opposition expres- 
sed the view that we are apt to wo a 
little too far along the lines of de- 
mocracy, forgetting the magnicent 
stability which was given to this coun- 
try by the fact that we iad a King. 
It would not be well, he said, te 
strike too close to the roote lest 
the stability be disturbed. He was 
prepared to vote for the repor: al- 
though he did not think that much 
would be accomplished by its adop- 
tion, 


Nonsense, Says Clark. 

Dr, Michael Clark said he could not

time a minister of the Methodist 
church, but he has severed his con- 
nection altogether with the church, 
believing that it was not living up to 
its duty. He spoke of the fundamen- 
tals of the labor movement and the 
relation of Christlanity to the labor 
question. He drew attention to the 
fact that there were comparatively 
few members of the working classes 
in the churches, 

In seconding the vote of thanks 
Mayor Clarke gave him the promise 
to carry to the other cities to which 
he was going, that Edmonton city 
would not employ a “scab while « 
strike in Edmonton was on, Jos, Adair 
moved the yotso of thanks to the 
speaker and said that the speaker's 
the cry of many and

The church had passed drastic 
measures in her high courts, con- 
demning the present capitalist indus- 
trial system, These minutes publish- 
ed in church proceedings meant noth- 


jing, when the church thought the 
solution of the labor question must 
originate from the men with the 


brains, leadership and great business 
ability. The people must own and 
control all productive industries. 
The speaker criticized the ethical 
teaching of Sunday schools, when it 
said to a child it was a sin to steal 
a pin when preachers in the church 
had never lifted their voices to be 


| heard in higher ethical education, be- 


cause it was a greater sin to steal 
a railroad, 

The training of theological students 
today was something foreign to pro- 
gressive social life. Medieval theology 


was still maintained as tt back - 
ground of Christianity. The pulpit 
had gone in its interpretation oO 
Christianity from the message of 
Jesus. 

The speaker said he would rather 


take his place in prison with Eugene 
Debs than beside the preacher of to- 
day, who, because of ignorance, was 
fast bound to a dead creed, 
leadership of Jesus was for the speak- 
er still potent, but he felt the need 
for something more than a full dinner 
pail, everything that would make life 
what it ought to be.

Organized labor is a power In 
the land today, partly because of 
the numbe's comprised within its 
'many unions, but also because of 
the respect in which the cause of 
\ labor is held by the community 
at large. When it has been neces- 
' sary to enforce the demands of or- 
ganized labor by a strike, the pub- 
lie have suffered the resulting in- 
convenience without complaint 
hecause of their belief in the right 
of labor to use the strike as a 
means of sucuring improved con- 
ditions or of compelling respect 
' for agreements made. The same 
} sentiment has been effective in pre- 
venting strike breaking. It has 
‘come to be almost a religion that 
the public shall not take sides in 
aay ordinary industrial dispute, 
by encouraging strike breaking. 
All strikes do not win. But many 
|4o. And few could if it were not 
for the public sentiment against 
Py strike breaking. 

There is no doubt that the wages 
of artizans and their working con- 
ditions have been greatly bettered 
% in recent years by the exercise 

through the unions of the right 
- of collective bargaining supported 
‘by publie sentiment. Internation- 
® alization has had an important 
effect in strengthening Canadian 
unions. Instead of the employees 
engaged in any Canadian indus- 
try at any point having to depend 
on the support of a Canadian 
union numbering hundreds or 
thousands, in ease of trouble they 
were able to draw financial sup- 
port from an international union 
at least ten times as strong, both 
in numbers and finance, 

The effort has been to secure for 
the worker of a larger share of the 
' profits resulting from his labor, 

and has been in large measure 
* successful. The endeavor, speak- 
‘ing generally, has been to build 
up the advantage of the worker, 
but not to destray the means by 
which work was transformed into 
wages and returns on capital in- 
vested. 

The right of collective bargain- 
ing means—or should mean—that 
a bargain is made to be kept on 
P both sides. The record of the 
' trades unions under international 
> affiliation is that bargains made 
between workmen and employers 
have been kept. If they were 
not they soon would cease to be 
‘made It was because the inter- 
‘nationalized unions as a rule 
stood by their agreements that 
employers were willing to deal 
with them, and that they held the 
respect and sympathy of the com- 
‘munity at large whenever they 
“were compelled to resort to the 
strike weapon, The fact that 
‘local action was to some extent 
restrained by international affi 
iations has made the cause of 
labor stronger in the public mind 
‘than even the 
behind the wider organization, 

The principle of the O. B. 
( U. is to cut loose from in- 
ternational affiliation and 
‘eonsider a bargain only bind- 
‘Jing, if at all, on the employer. Its 
|purposes are frankly not  con- 
Hstructive, but 


‘purpose differs radically from 
theirs. Their purpose is the im- 
jprovement of industrial condi- 


tions. The purpose of the O.B.U. 
is the usurpation of the functions 
of government: Democracy—the 
right of the majority to rule—is 
the first principle of the trades 
Suinions. The O.B,U, sneers at the 
idea of government by majority. 
The trades unions recognize the 
rights of other sections of the 
community.

IN KEEPING UP H. C. L. 

A Washington, D. C. despatch of May 
12th says: After a serles of closed con 
ferences, the big packers have succeeded 
in holding off from the market 264,000,000 
pounds of army meat, bought by the war 
department, and no longer needed, it. was 
learned today 

The war department, it developed today, 
called in representatives of Nelson, Morris, 
Armour, Cudahy, Libby, MeNell & Libby, 
to advise as to some methods of dispostug 
of this huge surplus without affecting 
meat prices in this country, The enormous 
stores of meat represent two years’ out 
put of the big packing plants, and the 
packers protested strongly against turning 
{t loose on the market, declaring it would 
seriously affect prices, 

Packer representatives urged that the 
army export this meat to famine-stricken 
countries. If this develops to be imprac- 
tieable the director of sales of che war 
department would then turn over the meat 
for distribution by the packers, retaining 
control over the prices,
